Chinese Shaving. 



Chinese shaving is a slow process.

The shoulders, arms and back are also 
scientifically pounded and pulled until 
the victim expresses a desiro to have 
4 ;ttlto manipulation stop. Tho cue is 
then unbraideii, combed and cleaned, 
and then braided up again and put iu 
place. Occasionally, when a barber 
wishes to show great attention to a dis- 
tinguished customer, ho rubs and pulls 
his fingers, and even his toes, until tho 
joints crack.

THE MUNICIPAL QUESTION. 

Apart from tho question of the right to 
the precious minerals within the railway 
bolt, the character of tho Dominion min- 
ing regulations is not such as will meet 
tho wishes of tho miners of this province. 
Our morning contemporary would prefer 
them, and more than onco has endeavored 
to persuade tho public mind that these 
regulations are preferable to our own. 
Especially as regards the quarts? locations, 
it is urged that tho Dominion provisions 
are more liberal, in that forty acres are 
allowed and live dollars per aero is tho 
price. Such favorable criticism is defec- 
tive in being but a partial statement of 
tho true nature of these regulations. The 
provincial law allows it is true but 1500 
by GOO feet. The 1500 feet, however, aro 
along the lode or vein, and tho miner has 
the right to all veins, lodes and lodges 
throughout their entire depth, the top of 
which lies inside the surface lines although 
in their course downward thoy may ex- 
tend outside tho vertical sidelines ot the 
location. Thus the only limit is the rule 
which prescribes these lodes shall not be 
followed beyond tho end lines. Tho wis- 
dom of such policy is apparent. A miner 
having discovered a lode cannot tell in 
which way it may dip; ho knows its con- 
tour so far as length is concerned but can- 
not presume that it will dip perpendicu- 
larly or know on which side of tho lino 
it may dip. The mining law to preserve 
him the fruits of his labor establishes his 
right to tho lode he has discovered, no 
matter how it may dip. The Dominion 
regulations are far different. Thoy pro- 
vide the surface boundaries shall be 
straight due north and south and oast and 
west lines not more than four in number. 
Tho length shall not bo moro than 
throe times tho breadth and tho bound- 
aries beneath tho surface shall be 
tho vertical plans in which tho surface 
boundaries lie. Thus the minor, finding 
his lode departing in its downward courso 
from the perponrlicular, cannot -follow it 
beyond the vertical side lines of his loca- 
tion, and ia deprived of what may prove 
a valuable quartz mine discovered by him- 
self, and the dip uf which was beyond 
human knowledge at tho time of the dis- 
covery and location. Surely the nation 
maker, the champion for subordinating 
tho interests of tho province, can see how- 
much more preferable and liboral aro our 
own regulations than those of the Domin- 
ion. If ho cannot, at all events the miners 
can, for they made tho suggestions upon 
which tho provincial law was framed. 
Again, as rogards the hearing of dis- 
putes, a court is erected by the Dominion, 
to bo presided over by an oflicor known as 
tho local agent, with right of appeal to 
tho commissioner of Dominion lands, at 
Ottawa. We always considered the 
province was charged with the adminis- 
tration of justice and tho creation of 
courts, yet barring these considerations, 
tho nation maker will find a difficult tusk 
in asking the miners to look with equa- 
nimity upon a mining court not estab- 
lished by the province, and the appeal 
from which is not to any provincial court 
or judge, but to an ollioer of the Domin- 
ion government, resident at Ottawa. Why 
the editor of the Standard should tako up 
a position so hostile to the province we 
do not know nor care to enquire. Proba- 
bly he cannot explain it himself. It is, 
however, to be lamented that any news- 
papor of British Columbia can be found 
advocating measures which are decidedly 
inimical to tho mining interests of the 
province. 

THE DESERTER^ SURRENDER. 

Who shall say, now, that ridicule, re- 
proof, argument, with the gathering uf 
public indignation, are not effective forces 
in political discussion / The ex-mission- 
ary lias spiked his guns, abandoned his 
stores and retreated from the "watershed" 
boundary, over the line of the "sinuos- 
ities of the apices" to (lie line of the 
"eastern base" of tho Rockies, whore at 
last, liko a half-repentant, mercenary 
guerilla, Ik; linda himself in the camp of 
the regular forces of the province. His 
conduct, on this boundary question, has 
been despicable, and he cannot escape 
from the consequences of it. Ho and his 
tagrag are amoug us, but not of us, like 
felaheen of l'jgypt among tho English 
troops. The discussion, which, wo sup- 
pose, is now elided by his submission 
(unless he desert again), has solidly estab- 
lished two broad facts. The late govern- 
ment, sunk in lethargy, permitted a vast 
encroachment within our eastern frontier, 
on tho part of Canada, without protest, 
and indeed, apparently, without any 
knowledge of tin; fact of trespass. The 
territory in valuable, and capable of 
adding permanently to the income of tho 
province, This is fact No. 1, which has 
now been placed beyond question. The 
other fact is loss important, but it tends 
to show that the lute government and its 
principal supporters are tarred with tho 
same stick, it has been proved, incon- 
testably, that the ex-missionary, the paid 
agent, at Ottawa, of tho late government, 
was too lazy, during cloven years, to stop 
into tho parliamentary library and read 
tho reports in the British Hansard, which 
would have shown him that tho conten- 
tion of Canada as to our eastern boundary- 
is untenable. This is fact No. 2. Had as 
these facts aro, they are not tho worst. 
For, well knowing by our exposition, tho 
true stato of the case, our morning con- 
temporary, nevertheless, has tried delib- 
erately to mislead the public. In this it 
failed, and to its own undoing, like the 
viper which, sometimes, in a powerless 
bite, breaks its fangs, and, by absorbing 
its own venom, becomes the victim of tho 
poison it distils. Our contemporary, with 
malicious intendment, tried to pooh-pooh 
tho old question, knowing that exposure 
must follow discussion. When pressed 
for something moro definite than pooh- 
poohing, what was it able to produce in 
support of Canada J It could produco 
nothing but a clipping from a New York 
newspaper, a quotation from a speech of 
Sir John Macdonald, tho agent of tho 
other party in tho case, and tho advor- 
tisod boundaries of a sheep district in 
Alberta. This may seem incredible, but 
it is tho absolute fact. Even now, our 
contemporary, in announcing that it will 
support the present government in con- 
tending for the eastern base of tho 
Rockies as our boundary, shows its weak- 
ness and animus by repeating soma of 
thoso absurdities. Contrast with tho 
above ignorant, shifr.y, evasive and dis- 
honest conduct, tho intelligent, candid, 
vigorous and loyal action of tho present 
government in the matter. They quickly 
discovered t ho defalcation of the late gov- 
ernment, and of their paid agent at Ot- 



tawa, protested against tho trespass, and 
have taken proper steps to assert tho 
rights of tho province and to preserve its 
territorial integrity. If our contemporary 
will undertake, in any intelligible fashion, 
tD defend its further treachery to tho 
province in respect of tho Canadian 
claims to the precious metals, or of tho 
unconstitutional and prohibitive Cana- 
dian mining act, we shall have no diffi- 
culty in compelling a surrender as igno- 
minious and unconditional as that which 
was announced in its columns yesterday 
upon the boundary question. 

THE NeWs FROM KHARTOUM. 

The last month's telegraphic despatches 
for uoino reason or other, did not fully 
givo us tho most important nows from 
Khartoum. General Gordon has outdone 
even the great deeds of his romantic life, 
and added to the long redo of British 
achievements by his extraordinary de- 
fense of that city. An authentic telegram 
from tho correspondent uf tho London 
Times, who is one of the two Englishmen 
with Gordon, describes affairs at. Khar- 
toum down to the 31st July. It seems 
that, while people in England have boon 
supposing that General Gordon could 
get away when ho liked, the city has been 
during live months so closely invested by 
hosts of Arabs, that even a native messen- 
ger could not get through them. Nut a 
day passed without a heavy lire upon the 
defences of tho city, and not a week with- 
out a determined assault. These Arabs 
aro not liko the Egyptians, thoy are prime 
lighters. Thoy broke a British square of 
Highlanders and marines hist year. Tho 
defeat of 1 licks Pasha's army gave them 
cannon and many Ltoniington rillcs. 
Khartoum was not u fortified place; 
General Gordon had to improvise do 
fences. Nevertheless, with his two coun- 
trymen, and such a force as he could 
raise within tho city, Gordon had sus- 
tained the long siege, repelled desperate 
assaults and made most elfectivo .sorties. 
He had lost up to the above date about 
700 men killed; the enemy wore sup- 
posed to have lost many thousands. 
About the time the correspondent wrote, 
a short letter reached General Gordon 
from tho English government, telling him 
that thoy did not propose to rescue him. 
It is vaguely surmised now that, after a 
few mure months of terrible conflict, 
Gordon has compelled the onemy to raise, 
orpartiallyrai.se, tho siege, and that he 
has been able to got provisions into the 
city. Tho provisioning was becoming the 
weak point. It would bo pitiful were the 
city compelled to surrender from this 
cause to foes who would spare neither 
man nor woman from death and outrage. 
There is hardly any such feat in military 
history as the defense of Khartoum, and 
in tho history of mankind, feu- such 
characters as General Gordon. If spared 
to return to England ho will shun notice 
and honours, and, as liko as not, preach 
to poor people in some retired locality. 
The Times correspondent ends his tele- 
gram with the words "I am well and 
happy." This is rather an unexpected 
assurance from one of three men, in the 
heart of Africa, surrounded by blond 
thirsty Arabs, and forsaken, as they then 
thought, by. the English government. 

L:t<:k ol' Business. 

To tub Editor: — Running my eye 
down your well tilled columns this morn- 
ing, this item arrested my attention, and 
gave riso to serious and by no means 
agreeable reflections: "There was no 
mooting of the city council last night, 
lack of business the cause." 

What is tho legitimate ''business" for 
which a costly civic government, is main - 
tainodi If it be to squander tho revenues 
in reckless and foolish litigation or on wild 
experiments to light our streets, then 
may the ratepayers learn with satisfaction 
that "there was no meeting" for "lack of 
business." But if, as your correspondent 
has been accustomed to suppose, one of 
the first duties of a civic government is to 
look after and maintain in the highest 
pussible standard of excellence, the sani- 
tary condition of the city, it is, indeed, 
difficult to recount for the above quoted 
paragraph. 

"No business" to do! Let any one in 
possession of tho ordinary faculties of 
sight and smell make an exploration of the 
city, and the report will be, enough "busi- 
ness" to keep a much moro competent 
body than it is to be feared Victoria pos- 
sesses busy, not one night, but every 
night in tho week for sometime. But it 
may bo presumed to improve tin: sani- 
tary condition of the city is a kind of 
"business" possessing little attraction for 
tho average councilman of the period. To 
wrangle and fight and go to law about 
matters that properly concern neither 
them nor tho ratepayers, is a class of 
"business" seemingly more to their taste. 

That the city is in a very bad condition 
in a sanitary point of view appears to be 
altogether beyond question. Kilthly lanes, 
seething back yards and reeking, poison- 
ous drains meet one at every turn, while 
what garbage is removed is dumped down 
under tho nose of the public and at the 
very door of some of the heaviest contri- 
butors towards the civic revenue; and 
there is good reason for believing that 
more than one case of present illness cm 
be traced to a huge mass of filthy garbage 
deposited almost in tho centre of tin; city, 
and filling the atmosphere far around with 
the most abominable stench. 

"No business," indeed! What, means 
tho cry of typhoid and dipthoriu one hoar.-; 
from so many quarters/ It ia about time 
the patient ratepayers arose in their in- 
dignation and strength and adopted some 
measure of self-preservation, for it is tol- 
erably certain that there is not much use 
in waiting for the city council to adopt any 
oll'ective measures in that direction. If 
something be not done, the inu filed knock- 
er, tho bit of crape on so many doors, the 
mourners going about the streets, will bear 
witness to culpable negligence on the part 
of the council and a forbearance on the 
part of the people which, censing to bo a 
virtue, passed into the region of crimo!

TIu- Story of a Ilaii tiled Ex- 
press Car on the Central Pa- 
cific. 



(Virginia Chronicle.) 

An item is going the rounds of the 
press about ghosts on the Central Pa- 
cific. A bout two years ago, at Monticel- 
lo, a station on that road, a band of 
robbers attacked Wells, h'argo's express 
ear, which was valiantly defended by 
Aaron Uoss, a gigantic express messen- 
ger, known on all the railroad stage 
lines. One of Lho robbers was killed 
dead sure, and it was said that another 
crawled oil' and died somewhere. All 
the surviving brigands were captured, 
and are now doing State .service at the 
Carson Prison. 

W hen the express car which the 
robbers attacked returned to Ueno, on 
the way to Sacramento to be repaired, 
if was dubbed "Port lioss." It looks as 
if it liiul had an altercation with a shot- 
tower. The doors were closely preforat- 
ed with bullets, and shots had gone 
through it in all directions. When the 
ear came back on the rond it looked 
like new, but it was still the same old 
ear. After a few days Itoss noticed 
strange noises in it, while he was mak- 
ing his run, although different from the 
ordinary rattle of a car. Packages of 
express matter danced about, occasion- 
ally giving him a hard-glove whack on 
the nose, while a box would waltz up 
behind and hoist biin vigorously. 

Tins continued for some weeks, when 
Ross became very nervous and fidgety, 
lie would face' the devil in material 
form, but he didn't understand spooks 
at all. Hvery time he passed Monticello; 
where tho robber was killed, the lights 
would go out as soon as tin; conductor 
cried "All aboard," and by no effort of 
his could be light them until he arrived 
ai the next station.

London, Oct. 23.— Parliament assemb- 
led to-day. Thu following in the Queen's 
speech at the opening session: 

"My Lords and Ouiitlemun,— I have 
brought you together to enable you to fur- 
ther the great subject of the representa- 
tion of the ijeoplo. 

I continue to maintain a relation of 
amity with all foreign powers. 

Information from the .Soudan includes 
painful uncertainty, but the energy, cour- 
age and resource conspicuously displayed 
by General Gordon in the successful de- 
fense of Khartoum deserves my warm re- 
cognition. The advance of my troops to 
Dongola has for its object the rescuo and 
security of that gallant ollicer and of 
thoso who have so faithfully co-operated 
with him. 

I am using my best endeavor in Egypt 
to promote further improvement of affairs 
thero. I have given my support to the 
Egyptian government in the difficult finan- 
cial pcsir'on in which it was left through 
the failure of the recont conference. 

I rogret tho occurrence at the Transvaal 
and am considering with the Cape govern- 
ment means to secure the observance of 
tho convention. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons, -- 
Operations in tho Soudan render it neces- 
sary to ask of you further pecuniary pro- 
visions. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, — A bill for 
tho extension of tho parliamentary fran- 
chise will bo at onco introduced.

I^ytton Fall Assizes. 

Tho Lytton assizes opouod at that town 
on Saturday, tho 18th inst., Hon. Mr. 
J ustico Walkem presiding. 

Mr. D. M. Eborta represented tho 
Crown. Mr. Thos. Stewart was chosen 
foreman of tho grand jury. 

The following were tho chargos appear- 
ing upon the calendar: 

Beg. vs. Evans, accessory after tho fact 
to '.na!icioti3 assault; Aleck, murder; Ah 
Shire, larceny; Hunter, stabbing; Gar- 
zart, stabbing; Aleck, larceny; Johnny, 
perjury; Jimmy, perjury; Ah Tye, Ah 
Soo and Ah Sing, subornation of per- 
jury; China Charley, keeping a common 
gaining house; Sili Kirshoot, horse-steal- 
ing; Garland, assault. 

The grand jury brought in trUo bills 
against all the prisoners except Evans 
and Garland. 

Aleck, charged with murder, through 
his counsel, Mr. McColl, pleaded guilty 
to manslaughter, and was sentenced to 
three years in tho penitentiary. 

Hunter, for stabbing, recoivod throo 
years; Ah Shire, for larceny, three yoars; 
• iarzart, for stabbing, was aoutoncud to 
eighteen months' imprisonment, and 
Aleck, for larceny, was sentenced to two 
years in tho penitentiary. 

Ah Tye, Ah Soo and Ah Sing, charged 
with subornation of perjury, were de- 
fended by Mr. Theodoro Davie and plead- 
ed not guilty . 

The facts giving rise to tho prosecution 
wore that a Chinaman called Fook Sing 
was found dead in July last under circum- 
stances pointing strongly to murder. John 
and Jimmy gave information to tho police 
implicating two other Indians named 
George and Billy with tho murder. John 
and Jimmy appeared before tho coroner 
at the inquest hold upon Fook Sing's 
body, and gave evidence which justified 
tho arrest of George and Billy, who were 
accordingly arrested, and charged before 
a magistrate with tho murder of Fook 
Sing; hut when tho Indians John and 
Jimmy were called upon to repeat tho evi- 
dence given before tho coroner, they said 
thai all their previous statements were 
falsehoods, and that the present prisoners 
Ah Tye, Ah Son and Ah Sing had induced 
them to swear falsely against George and 
Billy, promising them 8100 each if thoy 
succeeded iu procuring a conviction. 

The result of tho prosecution of Ah Tye, 
Ah Soo and All Sing was an acquittal, an 
objection being takon by Mr. Uavio, 
which was sustained by tho court, to tho 
reception of the deposition of tho Indians 
had before tho coroner oil tho ground that 
the interpreter had Hut signed tho deposi- 
tion as required by section 05 of tho In- 
dian Aui, lSSO. 

Sili Kirshoot, for horse stealing, was de- 
fended by Mr. Mct'o'l, who o'icitod from 
tho prosecutor in cross-examination that 
ho did not think tho prisoner intended to 
steal tho horse in question, but only lo uso 
it temporarily . 

Sili Kirshoot was acquitted. 

In the case of John and Jimmy for per- 
jury, the prosecuting counsel entered a 
nolle prosequi. 

The case of China Charley, for keeping 
a common gaming house, was, upon the 
application of Mr. McColl, his counsel, 
postponed to the next Clinton assizes. 

Mr. Davie applied for tho discharge of 
Evans, against whom no bill had been 
found. This was ordered, and tho same 
course was adopted in the case of Gar- 
land, whoso indictment had also boon 
thrown out by tho grand jury. 

There was only one civil case of any im- 
portance before tho court, viz., thatvf Cur- 
now vs. O'Harra. Plaintiff sued defendant 
for $-150, the valuo of a wagon purchased 
by him from J. Strout, of tho firm of Strout 
& Ward, and taken by the defendant from 
the plaintiff's custody. Defendant testified 
as agent for Alexander Gilmoro, who was 
the assignee of a chattel mortgage givou 
him by^Slrout t t Ward to A. A. Green, em- 
bracing", it was claimed, the wagon in quos- 

tioll. 

Counsel for the plaintiff, Mr. McColl, 
attacked the validity of the chattol mort- 
gage and the registration of tho same, and 
called evidence with the view of proving 
that the wagon was not one of thoso in- 
cluded iu the mortgage. 

Tho judge held the bill of sale and tho 
registration of thu same to bo valid and 
to cover the wagon in question and gave 
judgment for the defendant with costs. 

Mr. Eberts and Mr. T. Davio appeared 
for the defendant. 

Court, adjourned on Tuesday, 21st inst.

The funeral of the. lato George Platz 
took place yesterday from llayward's un- 
dertaking rooms, and was numerously at- 
tended. The deceased was a well-known 
pioneer of Cariboo, and universally es- 
teemed for his open-hearted, generous 
disposition. Failing health compelled 
him to relinquish the hardships and ox- 
citemont incident to a minor's life for the 
more prosaic business of a cooper in this 
city, in which ho was engaged until death 
called him away.

Though Germany has boon more fully 
explored in this direction than almost 
nny other country, it still possesses pe- 
culiar attractions for tho collector.
